FIRE AT GREEN MEADOWS. 

A Barn and Thirty-five Tons of 
Hay,Threc Horses and a Cow Con- 
sumed. 

Correspondence of the Times.] 
FLORENCE, Cal., Sept. 28, 1883.—Yes- 

terday at 2:30 o’clock, a fire broke out 

inthe barn of Mr. Amos A. Durrell, 
near the Green Meadow schoolhouse. 

Mr. Durrell was at Los Angeles at the 

time of the fire, and no one was at home 

but his wife and a small child. The 
first warping that Mrs. Durrell had of 
the destroying element so near her, was 
the lond roaring of the flames while at- 

‘tending to her housework. Shé went 

to the door and was horrified at the 

scene before her. Not only was prop- 
erty being destroyed, but three valuable 
young horses, owned by Mr. Jotham 

Bixby, were being burned to death, and 

two other horses and a cow in a corral 

were in great danger of the same fate. 

She hastened to the rescue of the latter, 

and first tried to save the cow, and could 

have done so but for the frantic actions 
of the animal in plunging headlong into 
the flames, which burned her so that she 
died shortly afterwards. One of the 
horses in the corral jumping upon the 
barbed wire fence, caused a severe 
wound in.the breast; the other was in- 
_jured to some extent. Thirty-five tons 
of hay, several sets of harness, a chest 
of tools and such other valuables as are 
usually housed in a barn, were des- 
troyed. Mr. Durrell greatly feels his 
loss, which is over fifteen hundred dol- 
lars, but at this writing seems to main- 
tain a good ‘‘stiff upper lip.” J.F.C.

Sale of the Alta—Boom for Justice

The Gray Jury Disagree—A Gambler Sen- 
tenced to be Shot—New Orleans Excur- 
Siuons to Califoraia—Important 
Decision. 


. San Francisco, Sept. 28.—As soon as 
the jury in the Gray case had submitted 
their disagreeing verdict this morning, 
an effort was made to find juror Don- 
nelly, who stolidly voted for acquittal. 
His reasons, as he gave his colleagues 


to understand, were that the Commis- 
sioners should have watched their sec- 
retary as a merchant does aclerk, and 
Gray, therefore, should not be punished 
for the crime of’ their omission. It is 
stated by good authority that Donnelly 
stood out for acquittal on general prin- 
ciples, being opposed to the present ad- 
ministration, piqued because M. F. 
Tarpey was not appointed as Harbor 
Commissioner, and being an enemy of 
Attorney General Marshall and Captain 
Blanding. 

An arrangement has been effected 
with the southern railroads by the 
Southern California Immigration and 
Aid Society to run a series of excursions 
to California. The first excursion will 
leave New Orleans to-morrow and at 
regular intervals after, up to June first. 

An important decision to fruit grow- 
ers was rendered to-day by Judge Hunt. 
The case was W. C. Blackwood versus 
Cutting Packing Company to recover 
$3,500 damages for failure of defenid- 
ant to receive a certain quantity of 
apricots under a contract of sale. In 
September, 1881, the plaintiff agreed to 
sell and defendant to buy plaintiff’s 
crop of apricots, not exceeding 200 
tons annually, for five years next en- 
suing, at three cents per pound. De- 
fendant refused to receive 115 
tons of the seasun of 1882, on the 
ground that the apricots were immature 
and unmerchantable. 'The evidence 
showed that the apricots in question 
were of inferior quality, worth one and 
a half cents per pound, while good 
apricots were realizing three cents per 
pound. Judgment was given for the 
defendant. | | 

Joshua Hamblin, the gambler, who 
shot John A. Massey, another gambler, 
last year, was to-day sentenced to death 
by Superior Judge Tuohy. The exe- 
cution will probably be set for Novem- 
ber.

YELLOW FEVER. 


Hermosillo in Mourning--Guaymas 
Improving. 

San Francisco, Sept. 25—A Bulletin 
special from Guaymas, Mex., regarding 
the extent of the yellow fever on the Mex- 
ican coast, says that there is a universal 


panic at Hermosillo. On the 26th there 
were 12 deaths recorded between 8 a. 
m.and10 p. m., with a large increase of 
new cases. It is estimated that one 
thousand people are down with the 
fever. In 75 per cent. of the houses there 
are one ormore sick. The heat is op- 
pressive, ranging from eighty-six to a 
hundred and six. Nogales had eleven 
cases. The Guaymas fever is diminish- 
ing, only eight deaths since the 24th. 
No new cases reported. Other points 
visited showed a few cases, generally in 
a mild form.

27 The 
same blacked showed more organic 
matter. 3. Part of the bottle shown to 
TimEs reporter on Wednesday, city 
water, caused him two days sickness. 
4, Showed the presence of sulphur and 
soluble sulphates.

The water is better 
this morning than last night. In the 
high water there are less impurities. 

The Vice-Principal—This is city wa- 
ter, and the Normal School is not 
chargeable.’ The drainage is perfect 
this year, but last year was not so good.

(Referring ‘to the 
Times article.). These shortnessés of 
water are only spasmodic. 

Prof. R.—I would like to ask how it 
was during the hot months, if the water 
ran only three-fourths of the time.

The Vice-Principal—Baker said that 
it would stop perhaps five or ten min- 
utes every half-hour or three-quarters.

Prof. Redway will bear me 
out that there has been no special clean- 
ing up. 

Prof. R.—There he been no special 
cleaning up. I found fault with the 
smell about the closets during the hot 
spell.
